8. Claims 1-9 and 15-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as 
being anticipated by Anseth et al . , U.S. Patent No. 5,902,599 
(hereinafter "Anseth") . 

9. The claims are interpreted as broadly as possibly. It 
appears that the Applicant is seeking to patent all polymeric 
networks that have a fixed confirmation. The Applicants does 
not state what type of polymer or template compound is required 
to practice the invention. The Examiner will assume any 
compound that engages in molecularly bonding with a polymer will 
suffice- Anseth teaches biodegradable polymer networks which 
are useful in a variety of dental applications. Anseth teaches 
polymer networks prepared from polymers of mixed anhydride 

f unctionalized monomers and the subsequent cross-linking with 
MCPH (template compound). See Anseth, col. 4, line 29 through 
col. 5, line 25.
